Care of the Orchard,

The past year, with its unushal cli-
matic conditions, has been marked by a
signal negleet of tillage operations in the
orchards of the state. One result of this
has been the formation of an extra
large amount of fruit wood and. buds;

spring there will set & very much great-
er amount of fruit than will be best for
both the interest of the tree and the or-
chardist. The orchanrd should receive a
judicions, yes, n vigorons pruning this
winter, to the end that liberal thinning
of fruit spurs shall be had, otherwise
the more expensive work of hand thin-
ning must be done or else there will be
produced . mass of inferior fruit fer
which no market can be found, and as
too often occars, the larger part of the
crop becomes a waste,

Now is the time to make a thorough
examination of the trees; study the
varions systems of pruning and the ends
they are sought to reach. Watch the
insect and fungous foes and the climatic
effects upon the fruit and foliage buds,
and with the opening of epring be pre-
pared to give the orchard a vigorous but
judicious pruning and then follow this
with generous tillage of the soil. Only
under conditions like these can we ex-
pect to get the best of returns from the
orchard next year, under the ususi Ore-
gon climatic conditions.—Oregon Agri-
